Now, therefore, the Central Government hereby publishes 
the said agreement, as shown in the Annexure, for the in¬ 
formation of all concerned.

Whereas Cement Manufacturers 1 Association (hereinafter 
referred to as “CMA") and the Indian National Cement 
Workers* Federation (hereinafter referred to as 'The Fede¬ 
ration”) entered into Arbitration Agreement dated 9th Sep¬ 
tember, 1986 under the provisions of Section 10-A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act and referred their respective Charters 
of Demands to the Board of Arbitration comprising Shri 
G-. Ramanujam, nominated by the Federation and Shri A, L. 
Kapur, nominated by CMA ; 

And whereas the said Arbitration Agreement was published 
by the Central Government in the Gazette of India, Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-section (ii) dated 18th October, 1986 at page 
4218 to 4224. 

And whereas the Central Government also issued Noti¬ 
fication No. L-29011 /10/86-D.HI (B) dated 14th July, 
1987 under Section 10-A(3A) of the Industrial Disputes Act 
which was published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section (ii) at pages l and 2 ; 

And wherea 8 Shri A. L. Kapur, one of the Arbitrators 
who was the Nominee of the CMA, resigned ns an Arbi¬ 
trator on 21-8-1987 and the? CMA theieupon nominated 
Shri P. S. Malvankar, retired Justice of Bombay Hij.h Court 
as its Nominee vice Shri A. L. Kapur ty its letter dated 
5th September, 1987 addressed to the Union Labour 
Ministry; 


And whereas on being informed of the CMA having 
nominated a retired judicial person as its Arbitrator vice 
Shri A. L. Kapur, Shri G, Ramanujam also resigned on 5th 
September, 1987, as an Arbitrator, and the Federation by its 
letter dated 7th September, 1987 gave a strike notice to the 
CMA calling a strike of cement workers from the midnight 
of 12th October, 1987 ; 

And whereas as a result of the intervention of good 
offices used by the Union Labour Minister, Industry and 
Labour Secretaries and other Government officials, the CMA 
agreed to nominate an Arbitrator from within the Cenxnt 
Industry as desired by the Federation and finally nominated 
Shri M. H. Dalmla, President, CMA, as its Arbitrator who 
is acceptable to the Federation and whereafter Shri G. 
Ramanujam also withdrew his resignation as an Arbitrator, 

Now therefore in consideration of the above developments 
the parties agree to modify the Terms of Arbitration Agree¬ 
ment dated 9th September, 1986 as under :
